HEREAS tumultuous riſings have of late happened in this kingdom, and 

the *perſons engaged therein have practiſed various ſecret contrivances, 
for being ſupplied with, and keeping arms and ammunition: now in order to pre- 
vent the clandeſtine importation, and ſecret keeping of arms, ammunition, gun- 
powder, and military ſtores; be it enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, 
by and with the advice and conſent of the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and com- 
mons in this preſent parliament aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, 
That from and after the paſſing of this act, it ſhall not be lawful for any perſon 
whomſoever, to import into this kingdom, any cannon, mortars, or ordnance, 
guns, piſtols, gun-locks, or parts of gun-locks, piſtol-locks, gun-ſtocks, ſwords,
